Wave Of Fires 
Claims 48 Lives 


fBy Th« Aiao fUUd PreisJ 
A three-day wave o f fires in scat­ 
tered parts o f the co untry has 
snuffed o ut 48 lives—nearly all o f 
them children. 
Mo st o f the tragic fatalities were 
due to faulty o il heaters. 
The wo rst o f the blazes o ccurred 
early yesterday 
at Am sterdam, 
N. Y,, an industrial city o f 32,500 
near Albany. 
There 11 children and o ne adult 
perished after an o il sto ve o ver­ 
flo wed and sent flames 
raging 
thro ugh eight apartm ents in an 
o ld brick tenem ent. The flam es in 
turn explo ded an o il drum in the 
cellar o f the tWo -sto ry structure. 
Six o f the victims were Juan 
Rivera, 40, and his five children 
ranging fro m o ne to 14 years. 
Others were fo ur children o f Mr. 
and Mrs. Stanley Mo tyka and two 
o f Mr. and Mrs. Raymo nd Heato n. 
N ear Chuckatuck, Va., the six 
children o f Ro bert L. Eley were 
burned 
to death

when flames trapped them o n the 
seco nd flo o r o f their fram e ho me.

MODERN WEAPONS DOOM WORLD’S BATTLESHIPS — Battleships appear doomed to oblivion by 
their own limitations. Research has shown that somewhere, just beyond the horizon at the moment, 
is a new type of sea warcraft that can measure up better to modern demands. The necessity for 
warcraft that can carry guided missiles and have greater maneuverability was stressed at a recent 
session of the Hou.se of Lords in London by Lord Carrington, Parliamentary Secretary. He stated: “ We 
are on the threshold of new developments in the use of guided weapons in sea warfare.” It was con­ 
ceded that converting battleships to such a purpose would be too expensive. Since the Battle of Ju t­ 
land in 1916, they have decreased in both numbers and power.

The Farm Population 
Declines Alarmingly 


Watching the gro wth o f a city is an interesting 
pastime but the gro wth o f a natio n is an ev en mo re 
spectacular pheno meno n. The Agriculture Depart­ 
ment has released figures o n the farm po pulatio n 
which giv e a v ery realistic picture o f where the na­ 
tio n’s peo ple are liv ing. 
Acco rding to the department, o nly o ne o ut o f 
sev en inhabitants o f the United States is engaged in 
farming to day , as co mpared with o ne o ut o f fo ur in 
194 0. This, co upled with the fact that the urban-rural 
makeup has changed fro m being ev enly div ided in 
19 20 to the present status o f two city inhabitants fo r 
ev ery co untry dweller, giv es a pretty clear perspectiv e 
to what has happened. 
Because the urbanites hav e almo st do ubled in 
number and the rural fo lks hav e gained v ery little, 
the cities are, o f necessity , go bbling up what was o nce 
farmland. In additio n, the department’s figures sho w 
the number o f farmers has decreased by 4 ,000,000 in 
the last fo ur y ears. Despite this lo ss, the rursrt areas 
hav e had an increase in po pulatio n which is ex plain­ 
ed by the infiltratio n o f city wo rkers. 
Ho w lo ng it will take fo r this depictio n o f farm­ 
land to be felt by the natio n’s breadbasket is impo s­ 
sible to tell, but it can be seen that such a turno v er 
canno t be repeated fo r many y ears witho ut a dis­ 
astro us effect. 
There can co nceiv ably co me a day when the num­ 
ber o f perso ns engaged in farming—and the number 
o f acres dev o ted to fo o d pro ductio n—will be inade­ 
quate to supply fo o d fo r the natio n. But little tho ught 
is giv en to such a po ssibility at a time when go v ern­ 
ment sto res o f cro ps taken o ff the market under the 
price pro p pro gram amo unt to billio ns o f do llars. 
That such surpluses hav e been piled up while the 
co untry ’s to tal po pulatio n was increasing rapidly and 
the farm po pulatio n decreasing at a still faster pace 
can be acco unted fo r o nly by increased mechanizatio n 
and impro v ed farming metho ds. When increased cro p 
o utput is no lo nger feasible, surpluses co uld be suc­ 
ceeded by scarcities in a few y ears.

WASHINGTON — Here are a few 
way s th e administration could save 
th e tax pay ers' money with out h urt­ 
ing th e efficiency of government— 
perh aps even improving it: 
Renego tiating Co ntracts— Secre­ 
tary of Commerce Weeks, ch ief 
friend of big business in th e Eisen­ 
h ower administration, h as q uietly 
killed th e ex tremely important Re­ 
negotiation Act wh ich protects th e 
tax pay ers against defense profi­ 
teers.

Th is means th at defense con­ 
tractors can now' collect from th e 
government if th eir costs run h igh ­ 
er th an ex pected, but th e govern­ 
ment in turn will not be able to 
collect from contractors if th eir 
costs run lower th an ex pected. 
Th is will mean millions more out 
of th e tax pay ers' pockets.

Bad News On Wool 


So much legislation is passed by Congress th at th e 
significance of some measures is missed at th e time of 
passage. Th e effects of th e art only become apparent in 
time. And often th ere are clauses and paragraph s wh ich , 
in practice, mean more th an h its th e ey e as it wanders 
th rough th e verbiage of legislation. One such law is th e 
.National Wool Act of 1954, wh ich opens th e door to 
nefarious procedures. 
It is understood th at th e promoters of th is act w'cre 
L. M. Pex ton of Denver and Robert Franklin wh o acted 
for th e National Wool Growers Association. 


The sheep industry . It is true, deterio rated befo re 
Wo rld War II. and during the war, with supplies cut 
o ff fro m Australia, there was a sho rtage which enco ur­ 
aged many to buy ranges and to gro w sheep. Wo o l 
was pro tected by the tariff in the no rmal manner. 
When It became clear that under the Eisenho wer 
administratio n it w-o uld be Impo ssible to raise the 
tariff o n wo o l and mo hair because the trend o f tariff 
legislatio n wo uld be do wnward o n the general basis 
o f a "trade no t aid” pro gram, the wo o l gro wers turned 
to o ther means to pro tect their industry . 


Th e plan was evolved to get special legislation to 
benefit wool and th i.s was done in a manner wh ich opens 
th e door wide for bad practices th at req uire furth er inves­ 
tigation by Congres.s. For instance, th e price support on 
sh orn w'ool is fix ed not to ex ceed 110 per cent of parity . 
Rigid price supports were generally regarded as h igh at 
90 per cent of parity , and Secretary of Agriculture Ezra 
Taft Benson considered th is too h igh and labored valiantly 
for flex ible price supports. 
Th ese wool growers over­ 
reach ed th emselves by demanding and getting 110 per cent 
of parity plus tariff protection. 
But th ey go furth er th an th at. Section 7 08 opens th e 
door to a ch eck-off to trade associations wh ich , if it 
spreads, can be damaging to th e American economy . Note 
th e following: 


"The secretary o f agriculture is autho riied to enter 
Into agreements with, o r to appro v e 
agreements 
entered into between, marketing co o perativ es, trade 
asso ciatio ns, o r o thers engaged o r who se members are 
engag"ed in the handling o f wo o l, mo hair, sheep, o r 
go ats o r the pro ducts thereo f fo r the purpo se o f 
dev elo ping and co nducting o n a natio nal, state, o r 
regio nal basis adv ertising and sales pro mo tio n pro ­ 
grams fo r wo o l, mo hair, sheep, o r go ats o r the pro ducts 
thereo f . . 


Th i.s promotion fund can only be used after th e 
secretary of agriculture h as determined th at at least tw'o- 
th irds of th e producers approve of such action. Now, I 
h ear th at turkey growers are after such a fund and it 
will not be long before th ose interested in oth er com­ 
modities will be finding way s to do th e same. It is bad 
legislation. In day s before doles, ch eck-offs, welfare fund 
roy alties and similar devices were employ ed, th is would 
be called “ h onest graft” for a trade association. 
Th e National Wool Growers Association in a pamph ­ 
let states, referring to ” . . . a conference wh ich Presi­ 
dent Ray W. Willough by h ad w'ith President Eisenh ower” 
early in 1954 th at “ In th at conference President Ei.sen- 
h ow'cr made it very plain th at th e present administration 
w’ould not sanction tariff increases. 
He stated th at our 
nation could not afford to risk a possible misunder.standing 
over a rrtatter of a few million dollars' increase in tariff 
wh ich migh t nullify th e billions now being spent for global 
defense of wh ich no small part is international good will.” 


Sev eral American industries find themselv es in the 
same po sitio n as the wo o l gro wers. This is true o f lead 
and zinc, o f watches, ceramic wares, wallbo ards, elec- 
trical equipment, etc. Such industries are already suf­ 
fering. so me sev erely , fro m the tariff po licies o f this 
administratio n. 


Suppose each one of th em followed th e procedures of 
th e National Wool Growers Association and went to 
Congress for a special act, providing not only price sup­ 
ports but a ch eck-off for th e trade association! We sh ould 
h ave a National Zinc and Lead Act, a National Watch es 
Act, etc., etc., and th ere would alway s be slick lawy ers 
to add a novel clause wh ich each would copy . It would 
not be long before price supports would not only be 
provided for agriculture but for industry as well.

LISCO, Neb., GP-Two little child­ 
ren suffering from a rare disease 
that baffles medical science are 
being 
kept 
alive

“ perfectly 
wonderful people.” 
They are Peggy Lea Davis, 14 
months, and her brother, Joe. 5. 
They suffer from idiopathic capil­ 
lary purpura. Only about 15 known 
cases of the baffling discase exist 
in the United States, medical men 
say. 
The disease is explained in the 
prefix “ idiopathic.” It means the 
best medical minds have been un­ 
able to find out anything about it 
or its causes. 
It is a bleeding disease. It dif­ 
fers from hemopheha in that the 
cause of the bleeding is the weak­ 
ness of the capillaries and doesn’t 
necessarily need a bump or cut to 
start bleeding. 


Here in this cattle-country area 
where people are accustomed to 
travel long distances, the blood of 
neighbors—a list of the many per­ 
sons willing to meet an emergency 
kept by the children's mother—has 
kept Peggy Lea and Joe alive. 


Joe has had 50 transfusions. Peg­ 
gy Lea has had 18. 
The blood has to be less than 24 
hours old. Plasma or stored blood 
is useless. 
“ Perfectly w o n d e r f u I,” says 
mother Mrs. A. J. Davis of the 
; many donors who stand ready at a 
moment’s notice to hasten to the 
i side of the children. “ It shows that 
it isn’t true that people want to 
know what’s in it for them. 
“ The only thing that has kept us 
going is the faith we have in these 
people, and the faith they have 
1 shown in us,” she said.

The Farm Population 
Declines Alarmingly 


Watching the growth of a city is an interesting 
pastime but the growth of a nation is an even more 
spectacular phenomenon. The Agriculture Depart­ 
ment has released figures on the farm population 
which give a very realistic picture of where the na­ 
tion’s people are living. 
According to the department, only one out of 
seven inhabitants of the United States is engaged in 
farming today, as compared with one out of four in 
1940, This, coupled with the fact that the urban-rural 
makeup has changed from being evenly divided in 
1920 to the present status of two city inhabitants for 
every country dweller, gives a pretty clear perspective 
to what has happened. 
Because the urbanites have almost doubled in 
number and the rural folks have gamed very little, 
the cities are, of necessity, gobbling up what was once 
farmland. In addition, the department’s figures show 
the number of farmers has decreased by 4.000.000 in 
the last four years. Despite this loss, the rural areas 
have had an increase in population which is explain­ 
ed by the infiltration of city workers. 
How long it will take for this depletion of farm­ 
land to be felt by the nation s breadbasket is impos­ 
sible to tell, but it can be seen that such a turnover 
cannot be repeated for many years without a dis­ 
astrous effect. 
There can conceivably come a day when the num­ 
ber of persons engaged in farming— and the number 
of acres devoted to food production—will be inade­ 
quate to supply food for the nation. But little thought 
is given to such a possibility at a time when govern­ 
ment stores of crops taken off the market under the 
price prop program amount to billions of dollars. 
That such surpluses have been piled up while the 
country's total population was increasing rapidly and 
the farm population decreasing at a still faster pace 
can be accounted for only by increased mechanization 
and improved farming methods. When increased crop 
output is no longer feasible, surpluses could be suc­ 
ceeded by scarcities in a few years.

Bad News On Wool 


So m uch legislation is passed by Congress that the 
significance of some m easures is m issed at the tim e of 
passage. The effects of the a rt only becom e apparent in 
tim e. And often there are clauses and p arag rap h s which, 
in practice, m ean m ore than hits the eye as it w anders 
through the verbiage of legislation. One such law is the 
N ational Wool Act of 1954, which opens the door to 
nefarious procedures. 
It is understood th at the prom oters of this act w ere 
L. M. Pexton of D enver and Robert F ranklin who acted 
for the N ational Wool G row ers Association. 


The sheep industry, it is true, deteriorated before 
World War II. and during the war, with supplies cut 
off from Australia, there was a shortage which encour­ 
aged many to buy ranges and to grow sheep. 
Wool 
was protected by the tariff in the normal manner. 
When it became clear that under the Eisenhower 
administration it would be impossible to raise the 
tariff on wool and mohair because the trend of tariff 
legislation would be downward on the general basis 
of a ‘’trade not aid” program, the wool growers turned 
to other means to protect their industry. 


The plan w as evolved to get special legislation to 
benefit wool and this was done in a m anner which opens 
the door wide for bad practices that require further inves­ 
tigation by Congress. For instance, the price support on 
shorn wool is fixed not to exceed 110 p er cent of parity. 
Rigid price supports were generally reg ard ed as high a t 
90 per cent of parity, and Secretary of A griculture E zra 
T aft Benson considered this too high and labored valiantly 
for flexible p rice supports. 
These wool grow ers over­ 
reached them selves by dem anding and getting 110 per cent 
of parity plus tariff protection. 
But they go further than that. Section 708 opens the 
door to a check-off to trade associations which, if it 
spreads, can be dam aging to the A m erican econom y. Note 
the following: 


“ The secretary of agriculture Is authoriied to enter 
Into 
agreements 
with. 
or 
to 
approve 
agreements 
entered into between, marketing cooperatives, trade 
associations, or others engaged or whose members are 
engaged in the handling of wool, mohair, sheep, or 
goats or the products thereof for the purpose of 
developing and conducting on a national, state, or 
regional basis advertising and sales promotion pro­ 
grams for wool, mohair, sheep, or goats or the products 
thereof . , 


This prom otion fund can only be used after the 
secretary of agriculture has determ ined th at a t least two- 
thirds of the producers approve of such action. 
Now, I 
hear that turkey grow ers are after such a fund and it 
will not be long before those interested in other com ­ 
m odities will be finding ways to do the sam e. It is bad 
legislation. In days before doles, check-offs, w elfare fund 
royalties and sim ilar devices w ere em ployed, this would 
be called “ honest g ra ft” for a trad e association. 
The N ational Wool G row ers Association in a pam ph­ 
let states, referring to ” . . . a conference which P resi­ 
dent Ray VV. Willoughby had with P resident Eisenhow er’* 
early in 1954 that “ In that conference P resident Eisen­ 
hower m ade it very plain that the present adm inistration 
would not sanction tariff increases. 
He stated that our 
nation could not afford to risk a possible m isunderstanding 
over a M atter of a few million dollars’ increase in tariff 
which m ight nullify the billions now being spent for global 
defense of which no sm all p art is international good w ill." 


Several American industries find themselves in the 
same position as the wool growers. This is true of lead 
and zinc, of watches, ceramic wares, wallboard*. elec­ 
trical equipment, etc. Such industries are already suf­ 
fering. some severely, from the tariff policies of this 
administration. 


Suppose each one of them followed the procedures of 
the 
National 
Wool G row ers 
Association 
and went to 
Congress for a special act, providing not only price sup­ 
ports but a check-off for the trad e association! We should 
have a N ational Zinc and Lead Act, a N ational W atches 
Act, etc., etc., and there would alw ays be slick law yers 
to add a novel clause which each would copy. 
It would 
not be long before price supports would not only be 
provided for agriculture but for industry as well. 
The 
entire econom y would be on a dole with checkoffs for 
trad e associations. 
It is surely tim e for Congress to study these problem s 
with som e idea to scientific investigation rath e r than 
p artisan advantage.

Former Chinese Leader Sees Reds Acquiring Formosa 


WASHINGTON—E xactly what is 
going to happen in the next few 
m onths in the gam e being played 
by Red China and Soviet Russia 
in the F ar E ast has ju st been out­ 
lined by one of the best posted m en 
on Chinese affairs in the world to­ 
day. He is K. C. Wu, until a y ear 
and a half ago governor of F or­ 
m osa and once the right-hand m an 
of Chiang Kai-shek. He sees as the 
ultim ate outcom e the acquisition 
of Form osa by Red China without 
a w ar or any m ajor fight because, 
he thinks, the Allies not only have 
been entrapped already but are 
likely to continue to be as the R eds’ 
form ula unfolds. 
Mr. W’u in 1953 broke w ith Chiang 
Kai-shek and cam e to A m erica, 
w here he had spent his student 
days at G rinnell College, Iowa, and 
la ter attended the graduate college 
of Princeton U niversity. He is not 
pro-Chiang but ardently anti-Com- 
m unist and speaks forthrightly on 
the China situation. 
Predictions Come True 
The predictions m ade by Mr Wu 
have com e true in p art already in 
the last few days. L ast T hursday 
he gave to the editors of ” U. S. 
News ic World R eport” a copy­ 
righted 
interview ,

prophecies

could even be published this week, 
have already been borne out. He 
said,

exam ple,

M oreover, these m edications tend 
to coat the lining of the tubes and 
thus protect them from the irrita­ 
tion of coughing. 
Should cough m edicines be used 
to control useful cough? This is an 
individual question but they usual­ 
ly are suggested in ordinary colds 
to prom ote rest and thereby hasten 
recovery.

Max called in Ethel P ayne 
of the Chicago D efender and Alice 
Dunigan of the A ssociated N egro 
P ress to explain th at the visit of 
the M idway actually had been a 
good dem onstration to the South 
Africans 
of 
how 
non-segregated 
dem ocracy works. The South Afri­ 
cans had been able to come aboard 
the Midway, he said, and see how 
white and Negro sailors shared the 
sam e quarters. 
A couple of hours after R abb’* 
explanation to N egro reporters, he 
had the Navy put out exactly the 
sam e explanation; later inspired a 
story in the New York Times. 
Real fact was, 
however, th a t 
when A m erican Negro and other 
non-white sailors went ashore in 
South A frica, they were ordered 
to visit only carefully segregated 
areas, and N egro personnel w ere 
ordered to m ingle only with Ne­ 
groes. 
This was arran g ed in advance by 
Capt. R. D. Hogle, captain of the 
Midway, in cooperation with the 
A m erican consul.

could not be trea ted alike regard­ 
less of creed or color.
